Dear Sir: 


I have at various times sent gold to the Mint at Philadelphia. Each time the mem. of 
weight sent me was less than my own weight, but heretofore I attributed it to a mistake of my 
own. 


About the middle of this month I send a small package to the same Mint from N.C. I 
weighed it carefully and accurately. It weighed full ten (10) ounces avoirdupois — which is equal 
to 9 2/20 ounces troy weight, the relation being 437 % grains of troy equal to one ounce 
avoirdupois. The returns sent me several days ago showed according to the accompanied 
memorandum “Weight before melting 7-92 ounces”, entailing a loss upon me of over one (1) 
ounce troy weight. 


Heretofore, as before stated, I was not prepared to make an affidavit in regard to loss, but 
now I am able to do so. I have written to the Mint in regard to this error, but have received no 
reply. The amt. in dollars and cents, it is true, is small, but no matter how small, I do not think I 
am justified in passing the matter over without complaint.
